DEMOCRACY IX THE CRUCIBLE. 


(Bv Hapsburg Liebe of The Vigilants.) 
Democracy and Liberty are not al- 
ways synonymous, perhaps, but they 
mean the same to us now. certainly. 
A military autocracy, after more than 
forty years of thorough and 
cunning 
preparation, a. great part of it by means 
of weapons of our own invention, 
has 
thrust our Democracy and our Liberty 
into the crucible to test it out. to see 
whether it would hold srood. They did 
not believe it would hold grood. those 
Prussian militarists: they do not be- 
lieve it yet. 
We believe it will, but 
our belief has been made up heretofore 
largely of egotism and blindness. 
Democracy and Liberty, the world's 
with our own, is now undergoing the 
supreme test. Of course there is dross, 
and it is coming to the top rapidly. 
There is inefficiency, mismanagement. 
grave mistakes that even our National 
leaders have made: there " has 
been 
some graft, no doubt: there has been 
some plaving of politics: there 
has 
been profiteering.—but all this is only 
the dross floating to the top of the 
crucible. 
We were never a military 
Nation, you know. The biggest of our 
mistakes, I think, was in our ship- 
building program: but we were never 
a ship-building- Nation, eitheT. 
How- 
ever, this dross is all being cleared 
away. 
Fully sixty percent of the winning of 
this war depends upon us here at home. 
We have three great duties upon us 
now as we never had them upon us be- 
fore^—those of us who can grow food 
products must grow more_ than ever; 
we must all aid in the saving of foods, 
and especially wheat, meats, and sugar; 
and all of us can. though it may neces- 
sitate some sacrifice, must buy these 
new Libertv Bonds. Properly carried 
through, these three 
great duties 
will prove the overbalancing power in 
the winning of the war. beyond a 
doubt. 
The srowing of great crops 
and the conservation of food, and the 
buying of Liberty Bonds quickly-, mean 
enough food for our soldiers and our 
Allies, and enough ships to carry it. 
If we fail in this, the die of destiny is 
quite likely to fall with its skull-aml- 
crossbones upward for us. 
If we do 
not fail then Democracy and Liberty 
will come out of the crucible covered 
with glory. The result is inevitable.

BRAVERY OF THE 


AMERICAN WOMEN 


DURING BATTLE 


I-V.SOCIA1TD PRFSS TCLFGRAMl 


Paris. April 4 —As the excitement 


incident to the first few davs of the 
Ccrnian olH'iisive dies down, reports 
come in of the braveiy in face ol 
danger of various workers in the 
American Ked Cross 


Women workers of the Red Cross 


who were aiding civilians in recon- 
struction and relief work at the Vil- 
lequier near the river oomme, left 
(heir posts just two hours before the 
Germans arrived in the town. With 
their automobiles the> aided in re- 
moving the civiliams and picking up 
many wounded along the loads. The 
women were the last 
civilians 
to 


leave tUe town, just preceding the 
French troops. 


Another Red Cross unit, stationed 


in a hospital jubt back of the lines 
was ordered to 
evacuate 
in 
two 


hours. They lett at 2 o'clock in the 
morning and were chased for miles 
by a German aviator before reach- 
ing a point of safety 
The next day 


the unit went to a town near the 
fighting Hue and 
established 
soup 


kitchens for the troops and first aid 
stations for sick refugees and wound- 
ed stragglers 
The town was under 


continuous shell fire and the unit 
answered several calls at all hours 
to give first aid to those wounded by 
the enemv shells. 


The unit then took over complete 


charge of the operation ward in a 
hospital, the 
nurses 
working 
in 


twelve hour shifts in attending a 
dozen wounded soldiers who were in- 
jured too seriously to 
be 
carried 


further back. The women also acted 
as stretcher bearers throughout the 
hospital and took over a hotel in the 
town and conducted it for the use 
of the Red Cross \\orkers and Brit- 
ish and French officers. 
They car- 


ried tea ana coffee to the soldiers on 
transport* rrd v.-agons as they moved 
through the town. Some of the men 
had not had anj thing to 
eat 
for 


many 
hours, 
sleeping 
on 
their 


horses or along the roadside tinder 
all kinds of weather conditions, in- 
cluding a heavy rain.
